iog Tronsylvania.

HBucharest dispatches, however, assert
thot the southern frontier is well pro-
tected and that Bucharest is in no dan-
ger from that direction. The Rumaninn
war office today announced the repulwe
of the German-Bulgarion invaders ev-
#rywhere on the Dobrudjn frontier and
veported the eapture of aupther Tran-
ayivanian town,

While diplomnts representing nllied
governments hero have strongly hinted
at commercial “reprisals,’’ officials ure
inelined to view that such a contost is
not wanted. Thia country, they believe,
holds the npper hand for the present at
least, and would undoubtedly be bet
ter able to endure o condition of non-
intercourse.

Japan’s Demands On China If
Conceded May Prove
Dangerous

Washington, 8ept, 6,—Inquiries will
ba made immediately by Awmbnssador
Guthrie at Tokio and Minister Reinsgh
st Peking, regarding Japan's new de
mands on China, the state department
snnounced todny. The published de-
mands, although they have not rénched
the stute department of ficinlly are con-
firmod by private advices to officials.

The only one of the demands which
may possibly interfere with Amerienn
interests, it is said, is that requiring
Japunese police powers in inner Mon-
golin and Bouthern Manshuria, The
extent of these powers will determine
whether or not the United Stntes will
bo affected.

Commenting on the lateat develop
monts in Japanese relations with Chinn,
a caginet officinl said:

“The only thing which greatly jne
tereats the United Biates in this situa
tion is whethor or -net. this country’s
trade rights are to be jeopardized.
Japan has repeatedly given us npsur-
ances that no matter what attitude or
aetlon or nogotistions she tool or ear
rled on with China, thers would be no
intecforence with the open door in any
policy. "’

With these subjects disposed of; the
commissioners will deliver into the ba-
die problems of Mexico's disintegration
with n view to correeting existing con-
ditions and rehabilitating the country,
